tabulations an- made as to the shipment of fruits bv grade, 

size, shipper, kind and variety, containers, mode of transpor- 
tation, destination, limes color-added and various other 
detailed information. 

A chemical lalxirutorv is maintained In Winter Haven 
where processing materials such as oils, soaps, cleaners, gases, 
waves, color-add dve. and other materials are analvaed and 
authorized for their use in the industry. 



The Citrus Hoi id and License Division registers all citrus 
dealers, packing houses, canning and concentrating plants 
and assists various citrus growers with getting payment for 
non-performance or uoii-pavulcnt on sales of citrus. During 
the past two years, through the efforts of this division, the 
sum of 8153,328.24 has been returned to citrus growers here 
in the State. 

An annual report is issued by this Division giving detailed 
statistics on operations of its inspectors.
